Time was, in New England, and 
still is in certain parts of it, when 'ho 
pastor of the " First Church " was not 
merely the minister or servant of a 
singlo congregation, but of the wholo 
town. Slet.'ting houses were buill from 
tho town's own treasury, and theliouso 
was large enough for every man and 
woman who desired to enter it. Such 
churches wore public charities, anil 
their minister.'; were public servants, 
responsible for tho highest well being, 
the education, tho manners, the mor- 
al'), and tho religion, not only of those 
who worshipped within lli.'ir wall.--, but 
of tho community at large. But there 
has grown up within a generation, 
particularly in the larger towns, a 
habit of building what aro practically 
private chapels— almost as much so, we 
suppose ho would say, as many of 
the pagan temples v.vro. in Greece and 
Rome — where a well-to do and welU 
educated parish engages a brilliant and 
pious niiiiiator to servo it : and al- 
though men do not say in words, nor 
think systeraatically, that those chapels 
are their own '• private religious clul) 
houses." and the ministers their "0011- 
secraled stewards of the clubs,'' yet 
their practice, says .Mr. Hale, amounts 
to tins. Such private charities he 
woulil t:ix, just as he would tax a pri- 
vate library or a private school. Min- 
isters may do work outsi.le such 
churches, and may .leclan; that the 
eliurches aro (''hrist's cliurclies, free as 
air to all eomei's, but they are not thus 
free. They v.ore built ut the cost of 
certain per.son3 who own them, whose 
properly they are, and whoso right to 
enti'r tli.Mii is above the right of those 
whom they invite. Mr Hale believes 
tlieri! is no reason why churches wiiich 
actually do jjublic duty in reclaiming 
drunkards, reforming criminals, and 
preventing piiuperisin, and which are 
therefore public institutions, should not 
bo respected as such ; nor does ho see 
why churches which fail of this, and 
which virljrlly exist as private clulis, 
should not be taxed. He would lax all 
cluirelie.'i in form, and then credit llioso 
which lio work outside their own 
families with tho work thus ilono, show- 
ing the oiricora of as.sossracnt cv(!ry 
year a precise account of tho money 
thoy had spent in public charities. Tha 
church must be judged by its fruits, he 
concludes, and among tho fiuits a com- 
monwoal'.h has a right to exact and sit 
in judgment on the most important 
is the higher life of the community in 
which the church exists.
